The new constitution was not an 
original document, hut was copied 
largely toom the constitutions of the 
United States, and of Kentucky and 
Ohio. That a state constitution could 
be worked out in twenty days indi 
cated that it was mostly copied from 
other sources. 
Almost from the time the first con 
stitution was adopted proposals for q 
new constitution were heard. 
The 
people voted several times on the 
question of calling a convention and 
finally in 1849, by an overwhelming 
vote, approved the plan and the sec­ 
ond convention composed of delegates 
elected by the people, met in Indian­ 
apolis,, October 7, 1850. Thie convex 
tion contained many able men, among 
whom may he mentioned Robert Dale 
Owen, Schuyler Colfax, John Pettit, 
George W. Carr, the President of the 
convention, Alvin R Hovey, James 
Lockhart, Thomas Walpole, Horace P.

tive precincts and counties, request­ 
ed that employers grant ample time 
:’or employes, without loss of pay, to 
comply with 
the conscription 
law 


and suggested that patriotic meet­ 
ings be held in the various commun­ 
ities on the evening before registra- 
rion day. 
Church bells are to 
be 
rung early on registration morning. 
Each of the county organizations, 
which are to work only in co-opera- 
rion with the 'State Council 
of De­ 
fense, is to consist 
of seven mem- 
>ers. It was decided to vest in the 
tjndge of the Circuit Court 
of each 
county the authority to appoint tlye 
eounty organization, which is to he 
entirely non-political and serve un- 
itil the close of the war without cora- 
Tensation.

Just what use is made of it is not al­ 
ways clear. Some of it ta rn s into gas, 
borne is converted into heat, and much 
of it is used in the labor of digesting 
and handling the food, 
fa the case 
of straw and sim ilar m aterial. nearly 
all of its energy is used up in the 
febor of dlgeating It. leaving little or 
no not gain.

sumer is not. analyzed, and the farmer 
cannot become a feed expert because 
he has no laboratory. 
Not one oar 


out of five hundred is officially in- 
spected. In the old days country 
millers were throwing feeds together 
with no knowledge of feed and were 
ruining valuable qpws and making the

States, approving the "recommenda- 
tion of the Committee of Public In- 
formation and the Natianal Board 
for Historical Service, Commissioner 
Claxton declares: 


"The approaching commencement 


exercises of tie high schools 
find 


the American people entering on 
a great World War. Before another 
commencement the 
Nation will be 


tried by standards more searching 
and tests more-severe than any to 
which this great democratic experi- 
ment has ever been subjected. No 
proper occasion should be neglected, 
to give our people in every com- 
munity, however isolated or apathe- 
tic, a firm' grasp of the reasons that 
have moved a great Nation to see 
that the issues of -this struggle 
are 


vital to our own safety and to the 
preservation of democracy against 
the triumphs of autocracy. We are 
now engaged in our first great.tasks 
of 
military preparation and 
the 


pressing task of preparing 
to feed 


and finance, our own people and gov- 
ernment and the peoples and govern- 
ments now in the heat of a struggle 
that has become ours. Every 
one 


who : clearly comprehends is thus 
fortified in spirit to play his or her 
part in times that will try men's 
souls.

in every high school be better

rected than towards an elevated and 
enlightening discussion of the faith

State Council of Defense, at an all- 
day session held yesterday in the 
State 'House, outlined plans for the 
organization of a Connty Council of 
Defense in each of the ninety-two 
counties of the state, requested the ' 
Governor to issue a proclamation 
calling attention to June 5 as the 
day for all young men of conscrip- 
tion age to register in their respec- 
tive precincts and counties, request- 
ed that employers grant ample time 
for eniployes, without loss of pay, to 
comply with the conscription 
law 


and suggested that patriotic meet- 
ings be held In the various commun- 
ities on the evening before registra- 
tion day. Church bells are to be 
rung early on registration morning. 


'Each of the 'county organizations, "f 


which are to work only in co-opera- 
tion with the 'State Council of De- 
fense,"is to consist of seven mem- 
bers. It was decided to vest in the 
tfudge of the Circuit Court of each 
county 'the authority to appoint tlje 
county organization, "which is to be 
entirely non-political _and serve Tin- > 
til the close of the war without com- ?
